L. M. BEELER TELLS OF A TUBER-
CULAR COW,

THE PUBLIC NEEDS PROTECTION

Mr. Beeler Endorses The News' Ap-
peals to the City Council to Provide

Local Meat and Dalry Inspection.
Perils of Tuberculosis,
1.. M. Deeler of this eity heartily

endorses the appenrl of The News (o
the Norfolle elty council with regard
to the establlshment of n local meat
and dalry Inspeetion for the protection
of the publle. And Mr. Beeler's en-
dorsement earrlos pecullar welght be
cauge of an experience which he had
in Norfolk some yoars ago with a to-
hereulnr cow., For a time his family
drank the dizseased anlmal's millk and
he roallzes the great bhenefit which
woulll acerne to the peaple of Norfolk
Ly the esinblishment of inspection
protection,

Four years ago Mr, Beeler bought a
dalry eow, The antmal had a slight
congh at the time of purchase and the
cough showed no sglgng of lmprove-
moent ag time wore on.  Other aymp-
tomsg  were noted, apparently symp-
toms of a cold in the head, Mean-
while the animal gave apparently good
milk and the milk was used in the
Heeler home on North Ninth street.
It feeling uneasy Mr. Beeler had a
tuberenlar test made, The test ecost
ahout Afty cents, It was demonstriat-
ol that the cow was suffering from
consnmption.

For Self Protection,
Far the protection of his family, Mr.
Beelor hired o moan to Kkill the cow
and bury the earenss. He pold the
hire for the killing and personally
aupervised the burinl so as to he sure
that the ment would not bhe enten.
The value of the cow was a dead loss
o Mr, Beeler, but he preferred to sus-
tain the loss than to run tubercular
rigks.
In gpeaking with ather peaple ahout
town Mr, Beeler discovered that tu-
bhercular symptoms in cows were not
uncommon hut that on the contrary
the disense was evidently quite gener-
al, and not only in Norfolk but in the
anrronnding eountry, In other words
milk from tuberenlar cows was heing
consumeil in a large number of homes
In and about Norfolk.
How Many Cases of Tuherculosis?
How  many tuberenlosis
anmong Norfolk people have sprung up
within the past four years as a direet
result of the diseage among those an-
imals? That Is a question which na-
turnlly arises when it becomes known
that the dizseased milk was used and
that & number of vietlms have sne-
cumbed to the disease In this elty,
How many graves in Prospeet [ITill
cemelery are filled by reason of those
tberenlar cows? That is a guestion
for Norfolk to ponder,

In some small towns loeal dafry and
meat  inspection  Is provided. Mr.
Bocler helleves that sueh inspeection
should be provided by the Norfolk
city connell for the protection of Nor-
folkk people. It wonld work no hard-
ship to any persons exceplting those
who are now unfortunate enough to
own tuberenlar eattle,  And these an-
imalg, for thelr owners’ own protec-
tion, ought to he killed,

Might Pay Part Loss.

It s quite probable that Dr. J. C
Myers, veterinarian, could be indueed
to accept the posgition of inspector in
Norfolk, The cost of inspection wonld
nrobably be borne by the Institution
inspected, but that cost would be in-
significant, particularly when com-
pared with the public health., Butech-
ers who slaughtered a tubercular ani-
mal wonld not be compelled to pay
for the same when postmortem in-
gpection brought ont the disease. And
Mr. Beeler suggests that the eity might
even pay a certain perecentagze of the
value of a diseased animal to the
owners ns a part compensation for
the loss sustained when the elty killed
the heast.

Mr. Becler says that The News' ap-
peals in this direction are on the right
roaf and to the point; he has had ex-
perience and he believes that Nor
folk's protection demands guch inspee-
tion.

FIRE N SCHWERDTFEGER BLOCK

Loss of $700 on Building,
$1,200 on Produce.

A noon day fire in the down town
business distriet furnished the Afrst
dash of excitement for Norfolk's rac-
ing week.

Fire breaking out at 12:30 in the old
Schwertfeger building on the north
slde of Norfolk avenue between First
and Second streets damaged the build-
ing to the extent of about $700 and
played havoe with F, L. Estabrook's
stock of butter and eggs In the bulld-
ing. Ransom & Anderson, agents for
John Forker, the eastern owner of the
bullding, ecarried $1,300 Insurance.
Mr. Estabrook, who has rented the
bullding, valued his egg and butter
stock on hand at from $1,000 to §1,200,
A $1,000 insurance policy just taken
out protects the loss on the stock.

NEW NORFOLK INDUSTRY HAS
BEGUN OPERATIONS.

MANY ACRES OF CUCUMBERS

Willard Hight Brought the First Load
of Cucumbers to Norfolk's New
Pickle and Vinegar Factory and
Others Followed Afterward.

The Norfolk pickle and vinegar fac-
tory has begun its first plekling opera-
tions, Cuecumbers are being brought
to the factory on South Seventh street
and plaeced in the salting vats, The
first cucumbers were received last
evening,

Willard Hight was the first farmer
to bring cucumwbers to the new pickle
factory, He was credited with 200
pounds. Last evening and later other
cucnmber growers started to bring
their produet to market, The Norfolk
company has contracted for sixty
aeres of cucumbers, which are now
tipening on vines in and about Nor-
fullkk, As the plekling process takes
nbont sixty days Norfollk eneumber
pickles will be on the market this fall,

Although the salting vats have been
sturted, carpenters are still at work
on the factory building, The zalting
part of pickleemalking, however, is not
a very active process and can be car-
rled on before the complete assort-
ment of machinery is installed.

Mr. EllHott of Minneapolis, an expert
plekle man, has been engaged as fore-
mian of the local factory and will ar-
rive in Norfolk this week to superin-
tend the processes now belng started.

As fast as cabbage, eauliflower, to-
matoes, little white onions and dills
ripen, the Norfolk company will add
these vegetables to Its market list and
extend the variety of its plekling op-
erations. Vinegar making will not be
started until fall,

The Chicago Negro Gambling King,
Who Had Withstood Criticisms of
Himself in Papers, Went All the
Way to New York to Defend Sister,

New York, July 80.—A Chicago ne-
gro who had never complained over
the ¢riticism ol himself in the news-
papers of the country, cared eunough
about an injustice to & member of his
family to come to New York to set her
vight before the reading public,

“John V. Johnson of Chicago wishes |
to see the gentleman who wrote the
story about his sister,” announced the
attendant at the door of a local news-
paper.

“I have come over from Chlcago,"
sald “Mushmouth,” sometimes known
as the negro gambling king of Chica-
go, “to ask you to do an act of justice
to a little lady whose feelings have
been uniuntentionally hurt. 1 know
that the story had no personal anlmos-
ity, but just seemed probable and
unique. Isn't that true?”

“Perhaps s0," was the answer, “but
what was it about?"

“Why, that my sister, Cecilia John-
son, while a student at the University
of Chicago, deceived her classmates
and teachers Into thinking she was of
pure white extractlion Instead of col-
ored and that under cover of that de-
celt had made her way into the very
best soclety at the university.

“Now, I want to tell you that this
little sister of mine, who is twenty-two
years old and who does happen to be
beautiful and of a peaches and cream
complexion, never had a particle of
deceit in her heart from the time that
she used to climb into my lap when
I came home tired after a hard day's
work, when she was a baby in arms,
to the time she was beloved by the
young ladies of the Englewood soror-
ity in the University of Chicago.

“She never claimed to be white,
She never in her life was ashamed of
her race or her color or her family.
From the time that she entered the
primary schools in Chicago walking
to school in her little pinafore, with
her books and lunch, she was treated
by the white girls with the utmost
kindness and gentleness, We lived in
a good white neighborhood and no
color line was ever drawn against her.
The white girls came to our house and
she went to Lheirs and everyone knew
that she was colored and everyone, |
might add, loved our colored mammy
because of her goodness of heart.,”

The only excep-
tion to this will be In cases where the
through rates in the east exceed the
sums of the local state rates, These
differences will be eradicated and the
new rates will be presented to a meet-
ing of the Central Passenger assocla-
tion to be held in September.

For North and South Line.

The American  Midland Railway
company, with  $530,000,000 capital
stock and headqguarters at Guthrie,
Okla,, was chartered on July 22 for
the purpose of bullding a north and
south line from Langdon, N. D., south-
ward through the Dakotas, Nebraska,
Kansas, Oklahoma, Indian Territory
and Texas to Galveston, a distance of
2,100 miles. Two branch lines are
provided, one from Winnsboro, Tex.,
to Shreveport, La,, the other from Coal
Gate, 1. T, to Poteau, I, T, The incor-
porators are Henry Oppenhelr, Frank

GRLS B0DY REGOVERED

ELKHORN GIVES UP REMAINS OF
MISS THIESSEN.

SHORT DISTANCE FROM POINT

A Quarter of a Mile Below the Point
at Which She Was So Tragically
Drowned Last Saturday, Miss Thies-
sen Came to Surface.

The body of Miss Aunna Thiessen,
the nineteen-year-old daughter of Har-
ry Thiessen who was drowned in the
Elkhorn river last Saturday, came to
the river's surface Wednesday a quar-
ter of a mile east of the spot in which
she logt her life, Twenty-five Tilden
men spent all day Tuesday trying to
recover the remains. The drowning
was 4 most tragic affair, Miss Thies-
sen, her sister and &8 young man were
driving home from the Oakdale car-
nival Saturday evening. Their horse
became frightened on a bridge and
backed through a railing, sending the
carriage with its three occupants into
the river sixteen feet below. The
voung man had almost rescued both
girls when the horse kicked Miss Anna
Thiessen from his cluteh and she was
drowned. The waler was sixteen feet
deep and forty feet wide at that point,
Three hundred pounds of dynamite
was exploded in trying to induce the
river to give up the body. The body
